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INTRODUCTION. 

The  Chase  families  in  the  United  States  are  nearly  all  descended 
from  the  following  namely  : 

W11.1.IAM  Chask,  who  came  to  America  in  1630,  and  died  in 
Yarmouth,  Massachusetts,  May,  1659. 

Thomas  Chask,  who  settled  at  Hampton,  N.  H.,  1639,  and  died 
there  about  1652. 

AQUII.A  Chask,  (brother  of  Thomas,)  who  settled  at  Hampton, 
N.  H.,  1639.  He  removed  to  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  about 
1646,  and  died  there,  December  27,  1670. 

Thk  object  of  the  present  work  is  to  give  a  brief  account  of 
some  of  the  descendants  of  W1LI.1AM  Chask,  and  especially  of  the 
Rhode  Island  branches  of  the  family.

During  the  revolutionary  war,  while  Ehode  Island  was  occupied 
by  British  troops,  Aaron  Chase's  family  with  others,  were  driven 
from  their  homes  by  the  British  soldiers,  their  houses  and  farm 
buildings  burned,  and  their  property  destroyed. 

His  son,  Darius,  a  lad  perhaps  12  or  14  years  old,  was  escaping

I,  William  Chase,  of  Yarmouth,  the  elder,  being  aged  and  sick 
in  body,  but  of  perfect  memory,  thanks  be  to  the  Lord,  do  make 
my  last  will  and  testament,  as  foUoweth  :  First  I  give  and  be- 
queath unto  my  son  Benjamin,  after  my  decease,  one  heifer  calf 
and  two  steer  calves,  of  a  year  old  and  upwards  ;  also  I  give  to 
my  son  William,  who  hath  had  of  me  already  a  good  portion,  the 
sum  of  five  shillings,  to  be  paid  in  an}^  good  pay,  if  he  demand  it.

THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBIvY  OF  RHODE  ISLAND, 
JUNE  1780. 

IV/iereas,  Mr.  James  Chase,  of  Newport,  preferred  a  petition 
and  represented  unto  this  Assembly,  that  he  is  the  owner  and  pro- 
prietor of  a  certain  farm  in  Little  Compton,  which  at  the  tinie  the 
enemy  took  possession  of  Rhode  Island,  was  in  care  of  his  son 
James  Chase,  Jr. ;  that  in  consequence  of  the  said  James  Chase 
being  confined  by  the  enemy  on  the  said  island,  this  Assembly  did 
direct  that  the  said  estate  should  be  taken  possession  of,  and  that 
the  rents  and  profit  thereof  have  been  received  to  the  use  of  the 
state  ;  and  thereupon  he  prayed  this  Assembly  to  restore  him  the 
said  estate,  and  order  that  he  may  receive  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  and  that  he  may  be  allowed  the  amount  of  all  past  rents  ; 
— which  being  duly  considered — 

It  is  voted  and  resolved  that  the  said  petition  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  granted  ;  that  the  said  estate  be  restored  to  the  said  James 
Chase  ;  that  the  present  lease  be  assigned  to  him  ;  and  that  the 
rents  heretofore  received  by  the  State  be  paid  to  him.
